The Cuban situation further em­ 
phasizes the inflexibility of our for­ 
eign 
activities. 
We seem to 
be 
caught in a vise Actually, the Pre­ 
sident can hardly do anything ex­ 
cept to order troops in,. 
He could not. on his ow-n, pro 
claim 
economic 
sanctions against 
a country which is definitely our 
enemy—an 
implacable, 
miserable 
enemy. He cannot order troops in 
without violating the 
Rio Treaty 
and we do not know whether the 
countries of the 
Organization 
of 
American States would support us 
or support Castro 
on 
doctrinaire 
grounds. 
Tfte Sugar Bill is a case in point. 
The United States subsidizes 
t h e 
Cuban sugar industry by purchas­ 
ing a quota of sugar from Cuba at 
more than two cents a pound over 
and above the world price. 
No matter what Cuba does 
lo 
the United States, 
the 
President 
has had no 
power 
of retaliation 
and the United States was requir­ 
ed by law to continue lo subsidize 
an enemy even if the money we 
give him is used against us. 
The Sugar Bill ( H, 
R. 12311) 
gives to the President authority to 
establish the quota for sugar, 
at 
whatever amount he sees 
fit 
for 
the balance of the year 1960 
and 
for 1961. 
There has been considerable re 
sistance to giving 
the 
President 
this authority, the resistance com­ 
ing from American sugar grower* 
in Cuba who do not wish to have 
the present arrangements changed 
Unfortunately for them, too many 
events are occurring in too many 
parts of the world for any cur 
rent arrangement to be of a per­ 
manent nature. That is why 
there 
must be more Executive flexibility. 
For instance, when the present 
sugar quota and price* 
were 
ar- 
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ranged with Cuba, the government 
of that country was pro-American 
It may or may not have been the 
most satisfactorv 
government 
in 
the world, but w* could get along 
with it. 
That ought to be the sole criter­ 
ion for the American attitude 
to­ 
ward any government: is it or is 
it not friendly and compatible to 
the United States; does it deal with 
the United Stales fairly; are o u r 
goods well received in its markets? 
We do not need to decide whether 
the form of any 
government 
is 
compatible 
with ours 
Most 
are 
not. 
Those des-kmen in the State De­ 
partment who 
were 
so 
violently 
anti-Batista and 
pro-Castro 
were 
not giving 
much 
thought to the 
United States. They were deep up 
to their hips in Cuban aft airs; They
